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HE  DOWNTOWN  GALLERY  on  its  twentieth  anniver- 
sary,  inaugurates  its  new  building  with  an  all-loan  exhibi- 
tion of  American  paintings  and  sculptures  selected  from

On  this  occasion,  the  gallery  acknowledges  its  debt  to 
the  artists,  critics,  museums,  collectors  and  the  public  for 
their  consistent  support  which  makes  possible  the  home 
American  art  built  at  32  East  51  Street.
